GENERAL REMARKS 

The year of 1921 was one of generally favorable results in connection with 
the operation of your property, outstanding among which are the following: 

First.—Increased efficiency in all departments particularly the Operat¬ 
ing Department, which was aided by unusually favorable weather con¬ 
ditions throughout practically the entire year. 

Second.—Absence of any labor troubles. 

Third.—Increase in switching rates effective June 1, 1921, as follows: 
The charge on loaded cars originating at or destined to points within the 
Chicago Switching District moving in intermediate service was increased 
from $6.00 to $7.00 per car and the charge on all empty cars moving in 
intermediate service was increased from $3.00 to $3.50 per car. 

Fourth.—A reduction in wages of practically all classes of employes, 
approximating 12%, took effect July 1, 1921, in accordance with Decision 
No. 147 of the United States Labor Board. Corresponding decreases were 
made in the wages and salaries of employes not specifically covered by 
the decision. 

Fifth.—Thesum of $215,000.00 was received in final settlement con¬ 
cluded with the United States Railroad Administration covering operation 
of the Company*8 property during the period of Federal control. 

In addition to Decision No. 147 of the United States Labor Board reducing 
wages effective July 1, 1921, other important decisions rendered by the Labor 
Board during the year were Decisions Nos. 119 and 222 affecting the working 
rules for employes, the particular features of which were the abolition of the 
National Agreements handed down by the United States Railroad Admin¬ 
istration and the elimination of certain punitive overtime rules. 

The income statement on Page 5 shows that the total operating revenues 
for the year were $5,495,788.84, an increase of $764,934.64, or 11.9%. This 
increase was principally due to the increase in switching rates which became 
effective June 1, 1921, and in a slight degree, to the increase of 5.17% in business 
handled. 

The total operating expenses for the year were $4,028,760.50, a decrease of 
$467,168.42, or 10.4%. This reduction in operating expenses, notwithstanding 
an increase of 5.17% in business handled, was primarily due to the greater 
efficiency with which all classes of work was performed during the year; other 
contributing elements to this result, but in a lesser degree, were: 

(1) A certain amount of deferred maintenance. 

(2) Reduction in wages under Decision No. 147, United States Labor 
Board.

Additions and Betterments: 

The Investment Account of property leased to this Company shows a net 
increase for the year of $119,771.26 for Road and a decrease of $107.86 for 
equipment, the details of which are shown on Page 12. 

Of this amount $3,809.12 represents the net expenditure of the C. & W. I. 
R. R. Co. as follows: Miscellaneous Special Assessments $10,170.48; Deferred 
Charges on Account of Track Elevation S1,414.G4; a Deferred Charge of 
S14,6&L18 on account of the enlargement of the Inter-locking Plant at the 
Indiana Harbor Belt Railroad near West 55th Street in 1919; Miscellaneous 
Improvements $3,974.52; a credit of $107.86 to the Equipment Account; and 
a credit of $26,296.84 for Real Estate sold. 

The remainder, $115,854.28, represents Additions and Betterments made 
in connection with changes in property, the expense of which was borne by 
industries located adjacent to the property. The largest items were the re¬ 
location of the right-of-way and tracks between 106th and 112th Streets at 
the plant of the Wisconsin Steel Company, to enable that Company to enlarge 
its plant, and the re-arrangement and improvement of tracks at the Rosen¬ 
baum Elevator at 87th Street and Holland Road. 

During the latter part of the year a contract was entered into with the 
Railways Ice Company to construct an ice manufacturing plant at the Clearing 
Yard for the purpose of re-icing cars. The Belt Railway Company is con¬ 
structing the re-icing dock. It is expected that this facility will be completed 
n April, 1922. The Company will then have a re-icing facility, modern in 
every respect for the handling of this business.
